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EDITORIAL THOUGHTS 


First Step Commits Us 


A few weeks ago, the School Committee voted to ask 
town meeting to consider spending funds for the basic 
drainage and rough grading of the area behind the high 
school on Shawsheen rd, 

This preliminary work would represent the first step in 
a long-range plan for development of the entire area. The 
Committee wants $28,000 at the 1962 meeting, to be 
added to the $22,000 appropriated last year. Thus the 
total cost of this phase of the development project would 
be $50,000. 

The over-all project is estimated at $200,000 covering 
a 20-acre site. 

Step two, if the 1962 meeting approves the drainage and 
rough grading, would be the construction in 1963 of a 
multi-purpose area, track and a football field. This would 
cost about $35,000. 

Additional development in following years will include 
relocation of the parking area, children’s play areas, 
swimming ard skating, and eventually bleachers at the 
football field. 

The plan is an ambitious one, and is designed primarily 
for school use. It has, however, taken into account the 
desires of adults — tennis courts are planned, among 
other things. 

There’s only one question that bothers us, 

Has there been sufficient planning, cooperatively, 
between the School Committee and the town recreation 
authorities? 

If the area is to serve the community during non-school 
hours and weeks, then there should be plenty of co- 
operative thought involved in planning the area. It should 
do the job it supposedly is designed to do — not be found 
inadequate some time in the future. 

In the absence of a recreation director, who might be 
assumed to know a good deal about this subject, we 
wonder whether this is the year to go forward. 

A vote to appropriate the relatively small amount of 
$28,000 will surely commit us to the development of the 
whole 20 acres, and the expenditure of at least $200,000 
in the long haul. 

Are we prepared for this? Do we know that this is the 
best possible plan for the recreational advantage of the 
whole town? 

We better have some answers to those questions, from 
the School Committee and from the Recreational Com- 


mittee, before any voting is done. 


Highway Guides Needed In Snow 


Route 93 may not be quite as dangerous to drive on 
during a snow storm as is Route 128, but several persons 
had serious difficulty during the Christmas weekend 
storms. 

They were headed north, toward Andover, from the 
Boston area, and found that it is almost impossible to 
see where you are on the road, after the first couple of 
inches of snow has fallen. 

The absense of guides makes it hard to see whether 
you are in the one of the lanes, or whether you have 
wandered onto the shoulder. 

It would seem that the state could provide some sort of 
markers that would at least help a driver keep on the 
road, during heavy snow storms or bad fog. 


Two Candidates For Each Job 


The time has come for interested voters to make up 
their minds about the elections in March. 

Are they going to be spiritless endorsements or full- 
fledged political elections, with a real choice offered to 
all the voters? 

Whether or not incumbents are deserving of support, 
they should not be unchallenged in the election. The 
voters should be offered a fair choice. 

But this can only be done if candidates present them- 
selves for voter endorsement — it can not be done by 
carping criticism of office-holders and an unwillingness 
to seek office in opposition. 

Too many voters are critical all year long. But if they 
should be asked to run for the office, their only response 
is ‘‘let someone else do it. I don’t have the time’’, Or 
they claim they would not want to get mixed up in the 
problem. Or the individual thinks he can’t make it, and 


doesn’t want to ‘‘look bad’’ in defeat.
